Sir — I hereby certify that the cash balance charged the State Treasurer 
as being in his hands at the close of business June 29, 1912, was Eight Million, 
Nine Hundred and Eighty Thousand, Four Hundred and Four Dollars and 
Sixty-four Cents ($8,980,404.64) as appears by the books of this department.

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At the close of the fiscal year there was due the State from the Chelsea 
Savings Bank, Chelsea, Mich., the sum of $145,407.24, which has now been 
reduced to $84,763.07 by payment of $6,689.02 by the Receiver of F. P. 
Glazier, Bankrupt, and $53,955.17 by W. W. Wedemeyer, Receiver of the 
Chelsea Savings Bank, this being the last and final dividend. 

The balance of $84,763.07 is secured by depository bond of $25,000.00 of 
the Metropolitan Surety Company of New York (in hands of Receiver) 
and by official bond of $150,000.00 given by former State Treasurer Frank 
P. Glazier with the Title Guaranty and Surety Comapny of Scranton, Pa., 
as surety. 

The balance still due is less than one-eighth of the total amount of the 
State's claim against the Chelsea Savings Bank and I have reason to believe 
that the balance outstanding will soon be paid, so that this acco\mt will be 
closed. 

STATE FUNDS IN HANDS OF STATE INSTITUTIONS. 

Before the expiration of my terms as State Treasurer I have felt, after 
careful consideration, that it is my duty to call attention to State Funds in 
the hands of the several treasurers of the various State Institutions. Under 
the present system the treasurers as above mentioned make monthly requisi- 
tions on the Auditor General, such requisitions being for lump sums ap- 
proximating the monthly expenditure. The Auditor General, if requisition 
is correct, draws his warrant on the State Treasurer and a check for the 
specified sum is sent to the institution treasurer. This is customarily de- 
posited in some bank to be withdrawn as needed. It is my beUef that such 
sums should stay in the control of the State Treasurer until expended, for 
it would be just as easy for the institution treasurer to "check on" the State 
Treasurer as on a local bank. The Military Department for many years 
has voluntarily followed the method recommended. The amounts called 
for in warrants drawn upon their requisitions are never withdrawn from the 
State Treasurer but are passed to their credit and all of their payments 
are made by drawing their checks against their account with the State 
Treasurer. This method is simple, assures the State the earnings on all 
unexpended State monies, and protects the institution treasiu^rs. Some 
objections may be made by local banks who handle institution funds but 
no doubt any State Treasurer would willingly make any such banks a de- 
pository of Surplus State Funds.
